APSCUF  Threatens  Work  Stoppage 

In  a  statement  released  December  19th,  William 
Fulmer,  President  of  the  Association  of  Pennsylvania  State 
College  and  University  Faculties  (APSCUF)  hinted  at  a  strike. 
"  After  two  years  of  negotiations  with  the  State  System,  it 
seems  as  if  we  are  headed  toward  a  work  stoppage  unless 
some  other  method  of  resolving  our  differences  is  agreed 
upon."  Fulmer  also  stated  that  the  State  System  of  Higher 
Education  offered  little  incentive  at  a  recent  bargaining  ses- 
sion, held  on  the  18th  and  19th  of  December. 

According  to  Chancellor  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
System  of  Higher  Education  (PSSHE)  Judy  Hemple,  the  Un- 
ion brought  a  more  expensive  proposal  to  the  table  than  previ- 
ous proposals.  At  issue  are  concerns  over  what  Hemple 
termed  "minimal"  contributions  toward  health  care.  "Such  a 
proposal  would  virtually  guarantee  that  faculty  would  never 
share  in  the  cost  of  their  health  care  coverage,"  Hemple  said. 

Both  sides  accuse  the  other  of  offering  little  in  the  way 
of  compromise. 

APSCUF  held  a  strike  authorization  vote  on  October 
3rd  2003,  but  as  yet  the  union  has  not  walked  out.  If  the  un- 
ion stages  a  work  stoppage,  it  will  be  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  APSCUF. 

Learning  Center  Breaks  Record 

In  a  recent  interview.  Coordinator  of  Learning  Support 
Services  Darlene  Hartman  stated  that  attendance  at  the  Learn- 
ing Study  Center  had  broken  attendance  records  for  the  past 
10  years. 

"689  different  people  used  the  LSC,  not  counting  in- 
class  visits.  Over  6,000  total  visits  were  recorded. 

"We  also  have  new  software  this  semester.  We  re- 
cently acquired  Dreamweaver,  to  assist  students  in  creating 
websites,  and  APA  StyleEase,  which  formats  research  papers 
in  APA  style  We've  also  greatly  increased  the  hours  the  writ- 
ing center  will  be  open,  so  students  can  get  help  writing  papers 
for  any  of  their  subjects,"  Hartman  said. 

"The  LSC  has  extended  hours  this  semester,  and  we 

have  also  increased  the  number  of  support  staff  members  to 

better  serve  our  students,"  said  Hartman.

Counselor's  Comer 
Grief 

Many  of  us  are 
dealing  with  issues  sur- 
rounding an  unresolved 
loss.  Often  times  we 
think  about  loss  in  terms 
of  the  death  of  a  loved 
one.  However,  losses  can  include  in- 
fertility, loss  of  self-esteem,  or  the 
death  of  a  pet.  Elizabeth  Kubler-Ross 
pioneered  research  in  the  area  of 
death  and  grieving.  The  stages  of 
grief  that  she  described,  (denial,  an- 
ger, bargaining,  depression,  and  ac- 
ceptance) have  helped  many  to  nor- 
malize what  they  experience  at  a  time 
of  grieving. 

Others  of  us  are  wondering 
how  to  support  a  close  friend  or  rela- 
tive who  is  going  through  a  time  of 
grief.  Sometimes  we  avoid  the  griev- 
ing person  because  we  feel  awkward 
and  don't  know  what  to  say.  The  best 
advice  that  1  can  give  in  this  situation 
is  to  focus  on  listening,  not  what  say. 
Help  with  "instrumental  support"  - 
walking  the  dog,  doing  the  laundry, 
helping  with  thank  you  notes. 

Although  grief  is  one  of  the 
most  difficult  emotions  that  we  experi- 
ence, it  also  provides  a  great  deal  of 
potential  for  growth.  If  you  would  like 
to  discuss  this,  or  another  topic  with 
me,  please  contact  me  at  ext.

Does  a 
CEO  have  moral  obligations  to 
the  general  public  or  the  corpo- 
ration's employees?  Can  re- 
searchers, in  their  attempt  to  pro- 
vide us  with  the  good  life,  cause 
harm?

Counselor's  Corner 

During  this  time  of  year,  it  is  not 
uncommon  to  experience  de- 
pressed feelings.  Sometimes 
depression  can  be  the  result  of 
an  event  or  sometimes  it  just 
happens.  At  times  these  feelings 
can  become  significant  and  can 
interfere  with  grades,  relation- 
ships, and  other  behaviors.  The 
National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health  has  developed  the  follow- 
ing list  of  symptoms  of  depres- 
sion: 

Persistent  sad  or  "empty"  mood 
feelings  of  hopelessness,  pessi- 
mism, guilt,  worthlessness,  or 
helplessness.  Loss  of  interest  or 
pleasure  in  activities,  ranging 
from  schoolwork  to  sex,  Sleep 
disturbances  (insomnia  or  over- 
sleeping) Eating  disturbances 
(decreased  or  increased  appetite 
or  weight),  Thoughts  of  death  or 
suicide;  suicide  attempts.  In- 
creased restlessness  and  irrita- 
bility, Difficulty  concentrating,  re- 
membering, or  making  decisions, 
Physical  symptoms,  such  as 
headaches,  digestive  disorders, 
and  chronic  pain  -  that  don't  re- 
spond to  medical  treatment 

If  these  symptoms  persist  for 
more  than  a  few  weeks,  become 
more  severe,  or  lead  to  self- 
destructive  thoughts  and  behav- 
ior, it's  time  to  get  professional 
support.  Many  people,  fear  that 
they  will  appear  "crazy"  or  weak 
if  they  seek  counseling.  In  fact, 
it  is  a  sign  of  strength  to  seek 
counseling  and  depression  often 
responds  well  to  treatment. 

If  depression  occurs  regularly 
during    the  gloomy  winters  that 


we  have  in  this  part  of  the  coun- 
try, you  may  have  seasonal  af- 
fective disorder  (S.A.D.)  If  you 
suspect  that  this  is  the  case, 
consult  with  your  family  physi- 
cian.

Norman  Counsins,  a  well  known 
lecturer,  did  a  great  deal  of  re- 
search on  how  humor  improves 
our  physical  health,  as  well  as 
our  emotional  health. 

A  variety  of  research  has 
shown  that  humor  reduces  our 
stress  level.  Laughter  literally 
reduces  the  tension  in  many  of 
muscles  that  we  tighten  up  when 
we  are  feeling  anxious. 

Of  course  when  we  are 
under  stress  is  the  most  difficult 
time  to  think  of  something  funny. 

When  we  don't  take  our- 
selves quite  so  seriously,  we  put 
our  lives  in  perspective.  For  ex- 
ample, recently  my  neighbor 
came  to  my  door,  panicked  that 
she  had  locked  her  baby  in  the 
house.  The  only  way  to  get  in 
the  house  was  through  an  open 
bathroom  window  in  the  second 
story.  Since  she  is  pregnant,  I 
volunteered  to  get  our  extension 
ladder  and  climb  up  there.  De- 
spite my  fear  of  heights  and  gen- 
eral klutziness,  I  clawed  my  way 
up  their  steep  and  icy  roof  to  the 
window.

There  are  lots  of  ways  to  feel  bet- 
ter emotionally  besides  seeing  a 
counselor,  (so  much  for  my  job  se- 
curity  )  I  have  a  number  of  self- 
help  books  in  my  office  that  are 
available  to  Venango  students.  The 
topics  range  from  sexual  abuse  to 
test  anxiety.  If  I  don't  have  a  book,  I 
can  get  it  for  you  from  the  Clarion 
campus  counseling  center  in  a  day 
or  two.  Recently  I  received  two  new 
books,  one  on  being  a  single  parent 
and  one  on  post-abortion  issues. 

Another  way  to  help  one's  self? 
emotionally  is  to  keep  a  journal. 
Sometimes  putting  dilemma  into 
writing  can  assist  in  sorting  out  the 
real  issues.  In  other  cases,  reading 
a  journal  entry  from  the  past  can 
remind  a  person  just  how  much 
they  have  overcome.

Counselor's  Corner  -  Panic 

We  have  all  felt  panic  at  one  time 
or  another  -  but  panic  disorder  is  a 
different  animal.  Someone  who  has 
panic  disorder  experiences  panic 
attacks,  a  sudden  episode  of  fear 
for  no  apparent  reason.  It  is  often 
accompanied  by  a  variety  of  physi- 
cal symptoms,  such  as  shortness  of 
breath,  pounding  heart,  and  profuse 
sweating.  In  some  cases  the  indi- 
vidual feels  like  they  are  having  a 
heart  attack.  It  is  not  unusual  for 
someone  to  go  to  the  emergency 
room  when  they  experience  a  panic 
attack.  Panic  disorder  does  seem 
to  run  in  families,  but  research  has 
not  confirmed  if  it  is  hereditary. 

Often  the  stress  of  a  new  situa- 
tion, like  returning  to  school  can 
trigger  the  onset  of  panic  attacks. 
In  fact,  panic  attacks  are  not  un- 
common among  returning  adult  stu- 
dents. The  good  news  is  that  there 
are  a  number  of  effective  treat- 
ments for  panic  attacks.  Generally, 
a  combination  of  medication  and 
counseling  is  the  most  effective. 
Caffeine  should  be  eliminated, 
since  it  can  induce  panic  attacks  in 
those  who  are  prone  to  them.

Counselor's  Corner 

Statistics  indicate  that 
one  in  four  girls  and  one  in 
six  boys  will  be  sexually 
assaulted  by  the  age  of 
18.  Although  we  cannot 
eliminate  the  possibility 
that  this  will  happen  to  us, 
we  can  reduce  the  risk  for 
ourselves  and  our 
children.  Approaches  to 
risk  reduction  include: 

Don't  mix      sexual 

desires  and  drugs  and 
alcohol.  Think  clearly 
about  what  you  really  want 
before  you  get  into  a 
sexual  situation  and 
communicate  clearly  with 
your  partner.  When  going 
out  with  a  new  person, 
don't  go  alone.  Be  aware 
of  date  rape  drugs  -  don't 
leave  your  drink 

unattended. 

Use  only  well-lit 
entrances.  If  someone 
close  to  you  confides  in 
you  that  they  were 
sexually  assaulted: 

Believe  her!  Make  sure 
that  your  comments  don't 
"blame  the  victim"  (eg.  - 
what  were  you  wearing?") 
Encourage  her  to  get 
some  counseling.
